Tho hopos ot tho Republicans 
that a recount of tho votes ivouKl bo mudo 
by thu county canvassing board, were shat- 
tered, Saturday afternoon, by tho anuounco- 
niont by tho board of their unanimous decis- 
ion thac they could not lawfully go behind 
thefuco of the returns to invostigato tho case. 
Judge- Scully, the Republican ir.amborof tho 
board, delivered tho opinion, fortilioil with 
•numerous citations from tho authorities. Jlr. 
Rubens, counsel for Mr, Brand, tho Demo- 
cratic candidate Interested, stated that on 
bohalf oC his client ho would announce that 
Mr. Brand, if soated as stato senator, would 
not vote on the choice of a. United States 
senator until a count of tho ballots convince.-: 
him that he is rightiy elected.

Knowing she was a novice, 
tho crowd rout tho air with cheers and 
chipped thoir hands iu applaud of her nerve, 
and saw, with feelings ot relief, tho gMat 
air monster hosin a slow descent, for tlioro 
was great anxiety lost something should lutp- 
pou to her. Slowly tho balloon came down, 
Hovering in indecision it sooraod like a bird 
in tho air looking for a place to alight, and 
then, with a more rapid ;movoiuont, it went 
onward and downward toward a clump of 
trees. Whether Miss Loburcuo lost her balance 
01- hor head is not l:nowu, but whon the bal- 
loon was about half u mile from tho starting 
point, and yet a considerable distance from 
tho ground, tho crowd ot gazers were ap- 
palled to S30 her loavo tho Blonder trapeze 
bar on which she sat, aud tho balloon pro- 
ceed without hoi-.

oaught fire and burned up. Too much 
credence must not be placed in this re- 
port, however, for it m:y 'ro at. variance 
with tho facts in the cube; but it is trao 
that the-accident was a bad one, else tho 
line would not remain blockaded for so 
long a period. 
It is understood that a 


frantic endeavor will be made to clear 
away the debris before to-night. As the 
accident occurred at a junction, the pre- 
•umption is that two trains, running a' 
right angles to each other, endeavored to 
cross the track simultaneously, with the 
disastrous results abovo chronicled. At 
this writing, it- is unknown whoro tho 
blame for the calamity rests."
